OBSERVATIONS. 

The following Forms are published to assist 
the Profession in carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of the above quoted Sections of the Act 
16 and 17 Vic, cap, 78. 



Although primarily intended, as will be 
seen from the arrangement, for tlie guidance 
and information of the London Commissioner, 
the Forms will, it is presumed, be found equally 
useful to the Country Commissioner, (hereto- 
fore Master Extraordinary), and also to the 
" Master Extraordinary in Ireland, for the High 
Court of Chancery in England,'^ and the 
" Master Extraordinary in Scotland, for the 
High Court of Chancery in England C^ indeed 
to all persons authorized to perform the duties 
of a Master Extraordinary in Chancery, or to 
administer oaths in connection with proceedings 
pending in the Court of Chancery. The neces- 
sary distinction, in all such cases, existing, not in 
the form of the Jurat, nor in the mode of ad- 
ministering the oath, but merely in the style or 
designation of the person by whom the oath is 
administered. 

It may be proper to observe that it appears 
from a literal reading of the Act that the Lon- 
don Commissioner is not empowered to ad- 
minister oaths, or otherwise to act in the per- 
formance of his duties as Commissioner, at any 
place other than his own office or place of 
business, and probably the jurisdiction will not 
be extended by his Commission. Consequently 
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while snch a constrtictioii of the Act remains 
effective, the CommissioDer should see that the 
Jurat expresses that the oath was administered 
at his office or place of business. 

For the guidance and information of such 
members of the profession as may in some 
measure be unacquainted with the details of the 
subject the following explanatory remarks are 
here added : — A Commissioner cannot take an 
affidavit, he. in any cause or matter in which he 
is concerned as Solicitor for any of the parties. 

Acknowledgments by married women cannot 
be taken by '* Commissioners to administer oaths 
in Chancery"; such acknowledgnients are taken 
either by the Judges, or by persons specially 
appointed as ^^ Perpetual Commissioners."*^ 

Affidavits to be used in proceedings in the 
County Courts cannot be taken by ' " Com- 
missioners to administer oaths in Chancery.^ 
But affidavits in matters in Luna^cy and Bank- 
ruptcy may be sworn before them. 

Statutory Declarations may also be taken by 
them, and the oath of allegiance by aliens under 
the Statute, 7 & 8 Vic. cap. 66, may likewise be 
administered, and a certificate of the same having 
been taken granted, by them. 

Lastly, Receiver's Recognizances, and Ac- 



knowledgments of Deeds reqnirifig ini^olment, 
and of Specifications of Patents, may be taken 
by them. 

Except as to quotations, (which should always 
be indicated by inyerted commas,) dates and 
sums occurring in affidavits must be written in 
words at length and not in figures. 

Alterations in any document swofn to before 
the Commissioner, whether such alterations are 
made by interlineations, or by striking out, must 
be authenticated by the initials of the Gommis- 
rioner before whom the same is sworn, such 
initials being placed in the mafgin agttinst the 
line in which the alteration occurs. 

Alterations by erasure are never allowed.. 

Deponents to Affidavits, &c, should sign their 
names at the side of the Jurat, not under- 
neath it. 

The name of Counsel must appear on the 
Engrossment of Answers. 

The Jurat may be placed either at the begin- 
ning or at the end of the Answer. 

Defendants to Answers, &c. may sign each 
skin of the Record. The practice recommended, 
however, is, for the Defendant to sign his name 
at the end of the Answer, and if there be any 
Schedules, at the end of each Schedule also* 
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The Commissioner, as such, has nothing to do 
with Answers put in by Corporate bodies. The 
seal of the. Corporation affixed is of itself 
sufficient ; sometimes however an attestation is 
added (though superfluously) by the Secretary 
or Chairman. 

A Christian swears on the Holy Evangelists ; 
a Jew upon the Pentateuch or five Books of 
Moses. 

A complete Testament need not be used in 
either case. 

A Christian, in taking the oath^ holds the 
Book in his or her right hand — the hand being 
uncovered — ^and, in the case of a male, the 
head being uncovered also. 

A Jew, in taking the oath, holds the Book 
in his or her right hand — the hand being un- 
covered, but the head covered. 

Care must be taken that the style or designa- 
tion of the Commissioner be given fully and at 
length. " A Commissioner, &c.'*^ will not do^ 
nor will the least deviation, either verbal or 
otherwise, from the form prescribed by the Act, 
be allowed. A noncompliance with this is 
frequently attended by much inconvenience and 
delay, as the Clerks of Records and Writs will 
not file any affidavit in which the require- 
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ment alluded to has not been strictly complied 
with. 

Any document sworn to before the Commis- 
sioner may be resworn at any time before it is 
filed. But if the second Jurat commences with 
the word '* Resworn,'^ the original or first Jurat 
must not be stbuck out, or in any manner in- 
terfered with, otherwise the document, on being 
presented for filing, will be rejected. If the 
second Jurat commences with the word "Sworn," 
then the first Jurat should be struck out, and 
such striking out must be authenticated by the 
initials of the Commissioner by whom the second 
Jurat is signed. 

The Author, in the arrangement adopted, has^ 
risked the possible charge of tautology — his 
object having been to present to the Commis- 
sioner, at one view, as much as possible of the 
Form and instruction required in each particular 
ca$e and on each particular occasion ; and thus 
to save both the time and trouble, not to say 
confusion, necessarily involved in repeated re- 
ferences.
